The 
percentage of mortality. which ia the 
beginning reached 90 per cent. has 
been greatly reduced, and is now gen- 
erally below 50 per cent.

SHIPPED ON ESPEE STEAMER.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Steamers of the Southern 
Pacific Company on the new Galveston 
line have been arriving in port lately 
loaded to their fullest capacity. In ad- 
dition to a Galveston-New York serv- 
ice several steamers have been de- 
spatched from Galveston to Boston 
direct, chiefly with cotton and wool.

ENGLISHMAN’S VIEWS.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] At a meeting of the Cuban Cen- 
tral Railway, Limited, Wednesday, the 
chairman, J. White, spoke encourag- 
ingly of the pelitical and economic 
prospects of Cuba in spite of the pres- 
ent depression in the sugar trade.

SHIP SUBSIDIES. 
REPORT TO PARLIAMENT. 
‘(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 
LONDON, Oct. 30.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
Die.] The report of Evelyn Cecil, M. P., 
chairman of the Parliamentary Subsi- 
dies Committee, on the matter of Brit- 
ish ship subsidies, makes the following 


— | tions 


No subsidies are to be granted ex- 
cept for services rendered. In grant- 
1 subsidies British lines of steam- 
ships should be favored. 

A permanent committee, composed 
of representatives of the Admiralty, 
the Board of Trade, the Colonial Office 
and the Postoffice, should watch the 
development of foreign competition. 

Speed should be made a condition of 
all subsidy contracts. 

No subsidized vessels should be sold 
abroad without. the nt of the gov- 
ernment, under pain of forfeiture of 
the subsidy and heavy fine. 

A majority of the directorate of the 
subsidized lines, all the officers and 
a proportion of the crews of subsi- 
dized vessels should be British, and 
the government should have general 
control of freight rates and cars. 

The of Trade regulations 
should be enforced against foreign 
ships in British ports, and the light- 
house duties now paid by British ves- 
sels should be abolished. 

The question of excluding foreign 
ships from the British coasting trade 
should be considered with a view to 
placing a restriction upon ships, based 
upon any subsidy they may receive 
from their own government. 

It is also recommended that special 
“concessions might be made in the 
granting of subsidies where it is desir- 
able to establish British communica- 
tions and that a subsidy is desirable 
for an East African service. 


SHOCKS ORTHODOXY. 

DEAN FREEMANTLE OF RIPON. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 
LONDON, Oct. 30.—[By Atlantic 

Cable.] Very Rev. William H. Free- 
mantle, Dean of Ripon, addressing a 
meeting of the chruchmen's union on 
the subject of natural Christianity,” 
created a sensation by suggesting that 
the idea of the immaculate conception 
should be left out of account, because, 
except in St. Matthew and St. Luke, 
the Virginal birth of Christ is not men- 
tioned in the New Testament.

GERMAN-AMERICAN GOLD MINES 
BONDED. 


Details of another important mining 

transaction in the San Francisco min- 
ing district have just been made pub- 
lic. Car] F. Schader, general manager 
of the German-American Mining 
Company, in behalf of that corporation, 
has just closed a contract of sale of 
the German-American group of mines 
to William Bayly of this city. The 
consideration named is $500,000. 
This group, consisting of fourteen 
mining claims, is situated in Mohave 
county, Ariz., nineteen miles northeast 
of Needles, Cal., and twenty-seven 
miles northwest of Kingman, Ariz. 

A thorough examination of the prop- 
erty was recently made by G. Chartier, 
mining engineer, who is in this part 
of the country representing a wealthy 
French syndicate, and George Kisling- 
bury, a well-known local expert. 

Arrangements have been made to give 
Mr. Bayly possession of the property 
November 1, and W. E. Steadman will 
be put in charge of the work. ft is 
the intention to install an electric 
drill plant at once, and to thoroughly 
prospect the property. 

A branch railroad is to be built from 
Franconia, on the Santa Fe, to the 
property and as soon as that spur is 
completed it is the intention to erect a 
large mill on the Colorado River for 
the treatment of ores. . 

This is the third large deal made in 
this district in the past few months, 
Col. Ewing having recently sold the 
Leland mine to a Philadelphia syndi- 
cate for $600,000. A French syndicate 
also recently acquired important inter- 
ests in the Gold Roads property, and 
there is perhaps more promising prop- 
erties in that section than in any other 
field along the Colorado River.

After the seven commissioners had 
watched the weighing of coal for a 
while, Clark inquired how many 
pounds constituted a ton at this col- 
liery. Superintendent Bryden of the 
Ontario and Western thought it was 
about twenty-eight hundred pounds, 
but District President Nicholls 
said it was a little over thirty- 
two hundred pounds. The two 
began to discuss, each maintain- 
ing he was right. Nicholls said that, 
granting 2800 was correct, these figurés 
are too high. He said when the com- 
pany fixed on the 2800 pounds to con- 
stitute a ton, so as to get out 2000 
pounds of pure coal, they did not sell 
pea coal in the market. Now they have 


a market for pea coal and about three 


sizes below it, and the miners’ ton of 
2800 unds has not been decreased. 
Judge Gray was am interested listener 
to the discussion. He stood by with 
his hands deep in his pockets and 
never uttered 4 word. It was quite 
evident that both Nicholls and Bryden 
tried to make a good impression with 
the commissioners, but the latter ex- 


pressed no opinion. While the discus- 


sion was on, the colliery whistle blew 
the signa] given for quitting, and then

ECAUSE he did not raise his hands 
quickly enough at the command of 
a masked robber, in his saloon, No. 
661 South Broadway. John O'Connor, 
of the firm of O'Connor & Leach, was 
shot in the head at 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The »ullet struck’ him just above 
the center of the forehead and plowed 
its way along under the scalp for 
several inches, coming out near the 
top of the head. Unless unexpected 
complications ensue the wound will not 
prove serious. | 
O'Connor was alone in the saloon and 
at 1 o’clock started to close the place. 
He placed the money from the cash 
register, more than $300, in the safe 
and then went to lock the front door, 
leaving the side entrance on Sixth 
street open. Because of a defect in 
the lock of the front doors it was 
necessary for him to go outside an! 


Mock them, and then return to the sa- 


loon through the side entrance. . 

Wher he entered the side door he 
was confronted by a masked man who 
presented a revolver at his head and 
commanded hands up O Connor says 
he threw up his hands as quickly as 
he could, but the robber appeared to 
be very nervous, and the moment his 
hands went up the gun was discharged, 
and he felt the sting of the bullet 
through his scalp. The robber said 
nothing atout money, and did not try 
to rob his victim after hav- 
ing fired. Instead, he dashed 
through the side entrance and 
ran in the direction of Hill street and 
disappeared through Central Park. 

The saloon-kKeener velled tb several 


stand at the corner, and they gave 


the alarm. O'Connor was taken to the 


men who were standing at a tamale 


office of Dr. H. B. B. Montgomery at 
No. 215 West Sixth street, where his 
wounds were dressed. Half a dozen 
policemen were soon on the scene, and, 
scattering through that part of the 
city, they held up every person. whom 
they happened to meet, but found no- 
body who answered the description of 
the robber. O'Connor says his assail- 
ant was of slender build, about 5 feet 
6 or 7 inches in height, and wore light 
colored clothing.. He told the officers 
he did not think he would be able to 
identify the man if he saw him again. 

It is supposed that the robber was 
familiar with O’Connor’s habits, and, 
knowing that he would go out the front 
door and then return, he sneaked into 
the saloon through the side door and 
waited for him to enter that door. The 
discharge of the revolver may have 
been due to nervousness of the rob- 
ber. who was evidently a novice at the 
business, for O’Connor says he noticed 
that the man was trembling violently 
when he commanded him to throw up 
his hands. 

FOOTPAD MEETS FINISH. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock this morning 
a footpad, presumed to be the same 
who shot O’Connel, met his finish at 
the hands of 8. P. Clark. proprietor 
of the Metropole Saloon, No. 419 South 
Main street, and a companion, who 
were going home on foot. 

Near the corner of Fourteenth and 
Main, Clark and his companion were 
stopped by a burly fellow, who ordered 


them to throw up their hands at the 


point of a revolver. Clark swung out 
and hit the highwayman across the 
head, felling him to the ground. The

DUCATION IN ENGLAND. 

Our British brethren are just now 
struggling with the problem of public 
education, and we of the United States 
are largely responsible for this. move- 

ment. As a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times puts it, Great Britain is 
anxious to increase its educational fa- 
cilities “in order to provide us with a 
more effective third line of defense 
for competing with the increased brain 
output of rival nations.” Chief among 
the “rival nations” stands the United 
States and Germany, both of Which. 
according to Mr. Carnegie, will soon 
be ahead of Great Britain as commer- 
cial nations, the United States having 


The correspondent referred to says: 
“Not only is our commerce vitally 
Interested in the question, but the su- 
preme need of greater efficiency per- 
vades every calling and profession. It 
makes itself felt as much among the 
masses as the classes, as much among 


ers. In fact, the absence of sufficient 
backing for those who are best qual- 
ified to lead the nation on the quest 

is largely due to the defects in 2 
education received by the average man 
of today.” 

Forty years ago there was nothing in 
England resembling our public schools. 
Then, about 1870, the “board schools” 
were established by act of Parliament. 
This was a decided step in advance, 
but it still left much to be done, the 
board schools attracting pupile from ; 
the lowest ranks of the population 
only. A bill has now been introduced 
in Parliament which has for its ob- 
ject the placing of the entire public- 
school system of the country under a 
single management. This has given 
rise to an exceedingly vindictive fight 
between the various religious denom!- 
nations, the non-conformists, or dis- 
senters, taking one side, and the mem- 
bers of the established church the 
other. So bitter has the contest be- 
come that the main issue has almost 
been lost sight of. 

Our British friends will doubtless 
come to the conclusion before long that 
the only way to settle this question 
satisfactorily is to follow the course 
of the United States. and entirely ex- 
clude religious instruction from the 
schools, leaving that to be furnished 
outside of school hours. when desired 
by the parents, according to the re- 
ligious belief of each family.

Southern California win do the 
proper thing by the Republican State 
ticket. :

Bradner W. Lee of the State and 
County Central committees has re- 
ceived returns from a partial canvass 
of Los Angeles county, which indicate 
that the Republican majority will be 
at least 4000.

According to the returns, the Repub- 
licans have made a net gain of 906 
votes, there being 309 more avowed 
Republicans, while the number of Dem- 
ocrats has decreased by 597. 

It is expected that the canvass of 
the county will be completed by tomor- 
row night, when the same proportion- 
ate increase of Republican strength un- 
doubtedly will be shown.

As is usual before the completion of 
such deals, however, the loca! officials 
of both the Santa Fé and the Traction 
lines when interviewed yesterday, de- 
clined to throw any Hght on the mat- 
ter. The assistant general manager of 
the Santa Fé said, simply: 1 do not 
know of such a deal, and I am not in 
a position to say anything about it.”

According to figures, estimated on that 
basis, the building may be put up ata 
cost about 25 per cent. less than that 
named in the lowest responsible bid.

Christian literature is sweeter than 
the one beginning Shepherd, show me 
how to go. and that there are five 
distinet petitions to the divine being 
in that single hymn. And yet, as we 
have seen, Mrs. Eddy repeatedly as- 
derts that prayer has no effect upon 
God, nor can itt have any upon 
one who offers it, for man, as she as- 
serts, has no personality, and there 
is no personal god to whom one can 
pray. 


MISAPPLIES THE SCRIPTURE. 


Now the point we have been making 
is not whether the Bible and the 
Christian religion are true or false. 
but that Christian Science, though it 
appeais freely to the Bible in support 
of its creed, is radically opposed to 
the whole tend of Christian doctrine. 
There is scarcely a quotation from the 
Bible in “Science and Health” that 
is not twisted so as to become a con- 
tradiction of the sacred scriptures or

It is thérefore perfectly correct to say 
that doctrinally or theoretically Chris- 
tianity and Christian Science do not 
belong to the he family.

4 Famous Orchard. 
An examination of the Sparks orange 
orchard at San Dimas, which has been 
Sprayed this year, shows that some 
leaves have fallen. but very little fruit 
rhas been damaged by the distillate. 


This is one of the most famous orchards 


in Southern California, having perhaps 
never been excelled in the quantity of 
truit borne for a series of a half-dozen 
years. Mr. Sparks has a private water 
System, a fine soil and a typical, or- 
‘chard in vigor and uniformity. The 
‘section where it ix located is as free 
from cold as almost any in the orange 
territory, and has other promising 
groves which will soon be of uniform 
pearing size. 

In this connection I have a request 
before me for cheap orange land, lo- 
cated in frostiess territory, with good 
coll, plenty of water and lying near 
good schools, churches and railroad fa- 
cilities. The inquirer does not wish to 
pay more than $200 an acre for such 
land, but says it will be a cash offer. 
Do not all speak at the same time for 
he wants only twenty acres. 5

Jehnson Grass. 


This almost common pest is said to 
be getting quite a hold in the sotls of 
Fastern Pasadena. It is already estab- 
lished in many other portions of South- 
ern California and is the most persist- 
ent grass known to agriculturists. It 
is a sad deficiency in the horticultural 
laws of the State that they do not class 
noxious weeds among the pests to be 
handled under the county  horticul- 
tural act. Thousands of acres of Rus- 
sian thistle have been cleaned inci- 


| dentally by the farmers under a county 


ordinance supervised by the horticul- 
tural inspectors in districts where it 
has appeared. Owing to the indiffer- 
ence of a portion of the farming com- 
‘munity it has been found impossible to 
exterminate this great pest. Johnson 
grass is an orchard pest, which the 


thistle is not, so the former has had a 
rough time getting established in 
Southern California orchards. It stands

About Walnut Growing. | 

I have a letter from a resident of 
Santa Paula asking several questions 
about the walnut industry. Some of 
them are not of general interest, 
which I shall answer by letter. in 
reply to the query as to the future 
of the walnut industry, I cannot an- 
swer better than by relating an inci- 
dent. While at Alhambra a few days 
ago I met a farmer who said he had 
about $2,000 to invest. He had con- 
sidered all the money-making schemes 
Offered and had investigated on his 
own “hook” the best interest-bearing 
securities in the market. After due 
consideration he had concluded to buy 
a walnut grove at Rivera which had 
been offered to him for $18,000. This 
man has been in the walnut business 
for a number of years and owned a 
large acreage before he made the late 
purchase. The Santa Paula correspond- 
ent wishes to know what grower gvis 
the most per acre the cultiva- 
tion of walnutgee The growers who 
have ideal lands a and Fuller- 
ton are all doing well, but no one 
would Want to take to himself the 
honor of the champion. The individual 
who gets the most out of it with the 
least investment, however, is the Chi- 
cago commission merchant who pulls 
down about $60,000 annually for ‘‘piac- 
ing the crop of the walnut growers’ 
association. 

Silent Testimony. 

But one small section of rural South- 
ern California has an ideal roadway. 
About one year ago, through the on- 
terprise of A. P. Griffith and the twocal 
authorities a test piece of road bulid- 
ing was done at Azusa. The founda- 
tion of this road is of crushed granite. 
A stratum of clay gravel was then 
spread upon the rok and surfaced 
with a thick coating of oll. The Times 
had a full description of this improve- 
ment at the time, but the public at 
large have perhaps forgotten about 
the experiment. It stands a mute ces. 
timonial of success today, and may be 
depended upon to stand for a genera- 
tion subject to but little expense for 
repairs, and in perfect condition for 
use. The building of large sections 
of this class of roads may be beyond 
the scope of the funds at hand, »ut 
sometime this country will abound in 
macadamized roads. The experiment 
ig no longer in doubt, and should be 
tried elsewhere.

Roads at Whittier. 


I notice a tendency toward the nse of 
gravel road ballast ugain. The people 
of Whittier are moving along these 
lines, and we may look for u general 
resumption of this work within the next 
year. There are four examples of road 
building before the people of Los An- 
geles county today. In the reverse 
order of their apparent utility and iur- 
ability they are the plain dirt grades, 
the oiled natural soil, the clay-graveled 
roads upon the native basis; and th 
macadamized roads dressed with both 
gravel and oll. The return to gravel 
does not indicate the abandonment of 
oil, but rather the establishment of a 
more durable basis for the application 
of an oll dressing. Never before did the 
people of the South enjoy such gvod 
roads as now stretch from point to 
point, not only upon the main travvied 
highways, but upon the community 
roads as well. This improvement hus 
been brought about largely by the use 
of oll and its success has been estabv- 
lished beyond controversy. 

However, the economics of road main- 
tenance seem to demand a more stable 
foundation than that of the native zoll. 
There are many miles of graveled roads 
now two years old, which have been 
maintained at a very small expense, 
and this is the test that must be ap- 


| plied to future road construction in this 


county. In this connection it is noted 
that the city of Monrovia is preparipg 
to connect the graveled roads of Duarte 
with those of Pasadena, thus giving us 
a connecting link between two great 
systems of roadway made from ma- 
terial transported from the mountains. 
On some of the new streets of Los An- 
geles the contractors are spreading 
gravel to a depth of cighteen inches. 
This seems a superabundance, but it 
will give a drainage capacity that will 
insure dry streets, and the lasting pow- 
ers cannot be measured. Altogether, 
the outlook for a continuation of the ex. 
tension of good roads was nevér more 
reassuring. Gtavel and oil are the com- 
ing materials for road improvement. 
— 

Spotting Fruit. 

In a public report recently made by 
the imspector of the Covina district 
there appears to have been grave dam- 
age done to the fruit in that section 
by sparying. The inspector says, In 
the orchard of B. F. Garrett many of 
the trees are damaged to the extent of 
dropping all their leaves, and much of 
the fruit is badly spotted. The work 
was done by himself, with the Stearnes 
distillate, and work done by him in 
other orchards has put them in the 
same condition. Many of the limbs are 
killed, the leaves are dropping very 
badly, and almost all the fruit is more 
or less spotted. Mr. Garrett did work 
in the following orchards: Mr. Doi- 
cader, five acres; J. R. Elliott, five 
acres; B. J. Smith, sprayed ten acres, 
the best spraying I have seen, but he 
spotted much of his fruit; in the W. P. 
Watt orchard a few limbs were killed, 
and many of the leaves and oranges 
dropped, besides spotting almost all the 
fruit; in the John Farmer orchard four 
trees are dead, ali the leaves have 
fallen from eight and all the fruit 


is spotted. Mr. Smith claims that the 
bad work he has done is due to the 


‘Covina have given the most thorough 


used. He got it from the Stearnes peo- 
ple in Los Angeles. I have visited all 
the sprayed orchards in the district and 
found damaged fruit in all of them.” 

From this account it appears that 
there is a great deal to learn yet in 
the preparation of distillate. The 
manufacturers of the distillate used at 


ajtention to the subject of sprays and 
produce an article of superior merit 
as an insecticide. It is a case where 
practical knowledge of the business has 
been pitted against the destructive ele- 
ment in olls and where attention to 
details has been most thoroughly ob- 
served, leaving nothing undone that 
could produce an article that would be 
safe and put a stop to the great ex- 
pense of using cyanide. In these ac- 
counts we must make allowance for 
inexperience in applying the spray and 
not charge all the damage to the dia- 
tillate itself.

Addressed to Fruit Growers. 


An open letter has been received, ad- 
dressed to the fruit growers and farm. 
ers of California. It is written by one’ 
of them, and is, in fact, a plea for 
united aggressive organization to in- 
fluence the politics of the State. This 
letter complains that no candidate for 
Governor is making any special effort 
to gain the vote of the farming class 
as such, and voices a strong protest 
against the hangers-on who parade 
their names in black-faced type as sup- 
porting this or that candidate for the 
office of Governor. The writer says 
that anything which destroys the fruit 
interests .destroys the interests of the 
whole State. He denounces the shys- 
ters who prevented the handling of 
the fruit of thousands of farmers dur- 
ing the recent strike In San Francisco, 
leaving the products of the orchard to 
Ne and rot upon the whurves or in the 
orchards, and bringing great loss to 
the farmers generally. 

It ig true the farmers do not have 
their interesta looked after as safety 
to the industry requires and that their 
losses affect every business enterprise 
in the commonwealth. But the soil 
tillers would rather take their chances 
with a healthy public opinion, which 
they themselves would help to create, 
than to take chances with the policies 
of a party organized for their special 
benefit. It would not be wise for the 
farmers of the north, or other portion 
af the State, to organize for the pur- 
pose of “arranging matters so they can 
throw their entire strength in the fu- 
ture with the party that will best serve 
the farmers’ interests. It is wise. 
however, for the individual farmer 
to keep his eye upon the political move- 
ments of the State, und especially upon 
the candidates who aspire to volce the 
policies of any party. 


Refuse to Lay. 


A former editor of the agricultural 
department of The Times writes me 
for an explanation of “Why the pesky 
hens refuse to lay.” «and whether 
there is not an exceptional shortage 
of eggs this year, The hens may have 
been doing the “great” agricultural fair 
during the last two weeks. That 
would account for a dozen or two de- 
linquencies. There is a great shortage 
of eggs at present, and the prices 
have remained at the prohibitive point 
for some time. Eggs were selling at 
West Glendale at 25 cents a dozen last 
Monday when 1 made inquiry upon 
that point. We had fresh eggs ham 
and quail for dinner that day. The 
difficulty of reacking the city markets 
from the more distant rural districts 
accounts in purt for the daily shortage 
in fresh farm products. When the 
suburban trolley express cars get in 
operation it will be a boon to the deni- 
zens of the city, for then the ranchers 
ean send in poultry, eggs, berries and 
vegetables, fresh from the farm, and It 
will not be necessary to dine in the 
country to secure the table delicacies 
above enumerated. 

As to the cause of the hens refusing 
to lay that is chargeable in part to 
the season, in part to the absence of 
“worm food” in this dry climate, and 
consequently of exercise in seeking it.“ 
and to the difficulty of supplying the 
chickens with substitutes for what 
they find in the moist lands of eastern 
sections. Poultry-raising in Southern 
California has more disadvantages than 
in most countries, but the demand for 
these products is so great that there 
should be more systematic and general 
efforts to supply the home demand at 
prices profitable and yet within the 
reach of the people. Again, this por- 
tion of the State bas more farmers 
who raise no domestic stock whatever 
than any agricultural section in the 
land. This deficiency absorbs a large 
portion of the poultry and eggs that 
would otherwise come to the city. In 
many communities the farmers buy «all 
the poultry, eggs and butter produced 
in their localities.

Methods, not Men. 


There is no prospect of reaching a 
conclusion of the controversy between 
the advocates of spraying and fumiga- 
ting. The fruit growers of Southern 
“alifornia should remember. however, 
that it is a contest over means of dis- 
infecting fruit trees, and that the ut- 
most of folly is reached in charging 
improper motives to the individuals 
who may have decided opinions upon 
the question of destroying insect pests. 
Some six or seven years ago there 
was a similar controversy between 
the advocates of parasites and of fum!- 
gation. Those who engaged in it in a 
personal way have cause to blush at 
their errors now, could they read what 
was published in their names regard- 
ing the motives of those who honestfy 
espoused the other side. It will be the 
same when the final round-up. on 
spraying and fumigating is brought 
about. 

At present the mass of conservative 
growers are waiting further demon- 
stration of the safety and efficacy of 
distillate spray. Last season the use of’ 
this means of controlling insect pests 
was fraught with damage, and in many 
cases with disaster. The advocates of 
distillate may congratulate themselves 
upon the progress made in the appli- 
cation of this insecticide. It has not 
reached the point of safety yet, as 
much fruit has been spotted by the 
most advanced process tried 80 Har in 
the application of oils. When cyanide 
was first used in killing scale it was/ 
with the most disastrous results. Cya- 
nide can now be applied with abso- 
lutely no danger to foliage or fruit, 
and to the destruction of insect pests. 
This state of comparative perfection 
was not attained by fighting other 
processes, but by careful attention to 
details and the use of past experience. 
The use of distillate can be established 
only in this way. The fruit growers at 
large do not care who advocates this 
or that method. only caring for the 
work it will do in assisting them in 
raising commercially clean fruit. They 
should distrust every individual who

cates of any measure, for, as a rule, 
ulterior motives are not chargeable to 
those who speak freely upon any pub- 
lic measure, especially if they give fair 
treatment to ‘opposing views. It is 
certain that the majority of growers 
will not be drawn into the policy of 
recrimination that is cropping out here 
and there, on the subject of tree dis- 
infecting. This season's experience 
should do much to determine the safety 
and value of distillate as an insecticide 
—and it. will not be decided by other 
than practical results. 


THE FRUIT FARM. 
A New and Destructive Apple Rot. 


H. J. Bustace, New York Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, gives out 
the following official bulletin: “An un- 
usual and serious trouble with har- 
vested apples has appeared in West- 
ern New York. It is confined entirely 
to scabby apples. A white or pinkish 
mildew appears upon the 
and transforms them into brown, 
sunken, bitter, rotten spots. On very 
scabby apples these rotten spots soon 
coalesce and ruin the fruit. The dam- 
age done is enormous. In Niagara, Or- 
leans, Monroe and Wayne counties, 
thousands of barrels of apples have 
been ruined. The varieties most af- 
fected are Grenings and Fall Pippin. 
Upon investigation it was found that 
the white mildew on the scab spots is 
the cause of the rot, and that it is a 
distinct fungus having no connection 
with the scab fungus. The scab itself 
will not rot a fruit but it breaks the 
skin wherever it grows and thereby 
makes an opening for this other fungus 
to get into the apple and rot it. Traces 
of the rot are sometimes found upon 
apples while still on the trees, but the 
greatest damage is done during the 
sweating process, either in piles on the 
ground or in barrels. Apples barreled 
immediately after picking and placed 
at once in cold storage seem to escape 
the trouble, but it is liable to appear 
later when the fruit is placed upon 
the market. A preventive of the rot is 
much to be desired, but at present none 
is known. Investigations in this line 
are now in progress at the New York 
Agricultural Experiment Station. The 
whole trouble can be traced back to a 
lack of thorough spraying. tiad the 
apples been kept free from seab by 
spraying the white rot fungus could do 
them no harm in storage, However. the 
past season has been exceptionally fa. 
vorable for scab and spraying has been 
than usual. —-[Frultman's

To Break Potato Combine. 


Fourteen of the largest producers of 

tatoes in the Stockton district have 
organized an asdeciation to compete 
against what they call a combine of 
commission men who control the mar- 
ket, and will send an agent into Texas 
and New Mexico fields to make con- 
tracts, for immediate delivery of their 
crops, 

They have pledged 400,000 bags of po- 
tatoes to be handled by their agency. 
and claim to contro! nearly all the 
rest of the crops hereabouts, making 
an output of 600,000 bags. They suv 
they are not getting within from 15 
to 25 cents per sack of what they should 
receive, and want to divide the profits 
that have made commission men rich. 

Ralph P. Lane, one of the leading 
producers, is one of the leaders in the 
movement and a number of wealthy 
Chinese growers are represented by 
Lee Yuen, a Chinese merchant. 


A Calimyrna Suit. 


Some weeks ago California Fruit 
Grower alluded to the rumored possi- 
hitity of Adriatic, figs being placed on 
the market and their being sold as 
California-grown Smyrnas. That thing 
has come tu pass. Suit has been be- 
gun by George C. Roeding to prevent 
the Droge Fruit Company from mar- 
keting figs in packages bearing a name 
similar to the copyrighted one of 
“Calimyrna.”’ 

In his complaint the plaintiff states 
that he is engaged in growing the 
Calimyrna fig, that he has expended 
the sum of $25,000 in producing and 
advertising the said fig. which he ex! 
plains is the true Smyrna fig grown in 
California, and that the name Calimyr- 
na, a word symbol, has been copy- 
righted according to law. Continuing. 
‘the plaintiff says, in part: 

That notwithstanding the use and 
enjoyment by plaintiff of said trade 
name and trade mark, said defendant, 
with the purpose to deprive said plain- 
tiff of the benefits and profits resulting 
from the reputation acquired for his 
said figs and the consequent démand 
therefor, and with the intent to palm 
off on the public, figs not packed or 
sold by plaintiff. as the goods of plain- 
tiff. and in willful disregard of plaintiff's 
rights in the — does now keep. 
offer for sale, sell, and advertise for 
sale in the county of Fresno, State of 
California figs known to commerce 
as White Adriatic figs, said figs being 
packed in one-pqund cartons and on 
each of said cartons is printed the 
words ‘Calif-Smyrna Figs,” said 
word Callf- Smyrna being an imita- 
tion of plaintiff's trade name and trade 
mark Callmyrna,“ with the intent to 
deceive and defraud the public, and 
buyers and consumers of figs.”—[Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower. 


THE FARM. 
The Crops of the World. 
The Department of Agriculture’s 


summary of the crops of the world 
shows that, owing to the remarkably 
cool and wet summer experienced 
throughout uu considerable part of Ru- 
rope, the harvest of 1902 is one of the 
latest on record. The promise of an 
abundant yield, therefore, has been 
only partly fullfilled in Europe, allow. 
ing for grain gathered in a damaged 
condition and for that actually spoiled. 
In the case of bread grains there will 
a demand among millers in the 
countries so suffering fur good dry 
grain to mix with the home product. 

The semi-official Russian estimate 
makes the wheat, rye, barley and oats 
crops of that country not only larger 
than in 1901, but exceeding the average 
for the five years 1896-1900. The esti- 
mate put the winter-wheat crop at 
186,582,387 bushels of sixty pounds cach: 
spring wheat, 200,939,333 bushels of sixty 
pounds; rye, 854,452,750 bushels of fifty- 
six pounds each; barley, 282,130,625 
bushels of forty-eight pounds each; 
oats, $46,391,875 bushels of thirty-two 
pounds each, 

Throughout about four-fifths of the 
German empire harvesting was delayed 
by frequent rains, and there was still 
much grain in the fields in the middle 
of September. 

The Austrian official figures for Sep- 
tember 15 show that wheat and harley 
are good, average crops, while rye is 
only medium to good medium. The 
quality of the grain, so far as the har- 
vest was secured under.anything like 
favorable conditions, is mostly satis- 
factory. 

From Hungary the official report for 
September 15 shows that maize has suf- 
fered from drought in some districts, 
the plants producing no ears, and in 
others the grain ripened before the 
ears attained a normal development. 

The Roumanian wheat crop is offi- 
cially estimated as the best in many 
years. For 1902 the production is esti- 


mated at 76,220,298 bushels. Rye is esti- | 


mated at 6,968,466 bushels, barley 24,- 
a bushels, and oats 21,905,205 bush- 


The Bulgarian cereal crops are fairly‘ 


satisfactory. The wheat is particularly 
good in yield, though 4 little deficient 
in quality. 

The French Ministry of Agriculture 
has issued a preliminary report giving 
the wheat production of France as 35z.- 
000,000 bushels, an increase of over 12 
per cent. over 1901. 

The crops in Beigium are said to be 
comparatively satisfactory.

than in 1901. The recent weather 
through Great Britain has greatly 
helped its farmers in completing their 
belated harvests. 

Harvesting is making favorable prog- 
ress in Denmark. Wheat and rye are 
of normal yield and good quality. 

The wheat crop of Italy, according 
to present indications, will be approxi- 
mately 130,000,000 bushels. 

The recent rains in Argentina saved 
the crops, and it is estimated that the 
yield will exceed last year’s by over 40 
per cent. 

Wheat areas in Australia have been 
helped by heavy rains. Generally fa- 
vorable reports of coming crops have 
been received from all provinces of In- 
dia. The rice crop of Japan, hurt by 
the wet summer, probably will be be- 
low the average. 

The official estimate of Spain is that 
that country will have the largest 
wheat crop for many years, and will 
have a considerable surplus for ex- 
portation. 

The Nile flood this year is the lowest 
in twenty-five years, and although the 
scarcity of water will be partly com- 
pensated for by the new works exe- 
cuted by the British government, the 
crops in Upper Egypt are itkely to suf- 
fer. Whatever water is available in 
Egypt will be principally applied tothe 
cotton crop, leaving beans, maize, len- 
tils, etc., to bear the chief effect of the 
scarcity. 


THE DAIRY. 
Oleomargarine. ‘ 

There hag been a considerable reduc- 
tion in the amount of oleomargarine 
made in this country since the passage 
of the law that prohibits it from being 
colored to imitate butter. In July 
nearly as much was made this year 
as in July, 1901, but during August 
this year, in Chicago, which has pro- 
duced about two-fifths of the entire 
amount made in the United States, 
was made but 1,361,620 pounds, which is 
2,915,980 pounds less than in August, 
1901, or less than one-third as much. 


factories is the same, t would amount 
to. 6,550.000 pounds in August, equal to 
the product of 52,400 cows that average 
to make 125 pounds of butter a year. 
To decrease the total production some 
75,000,000 pounds n year means that the 
average production of butter should 
be raised far above 125 pounds per 
cow, or a large increase in the number 
of cows kept, unless we want to pro- 
duce a butter famine. In the mean- 
while our exports of butter are steadily 
decreasing. as we have not choice 
creamery butter to spare from our 
home trade. But the exports of oleo- 
oll to European countries does not de- 
crease, and while that keeps up. those 
countries can sell margarine in En- 
gland, or can use it at home and send 
their butter to England. They do both, 
if we may credit the custom reports 
of Great Britain.—- [American Cultiva- 
tor. 


Developing a Milker. 

Cows are largely the creatures of 
habit, and with their first calf every- 
thing is new and strange to them, and 
they readily submit to be milked and 
think it ts right. But suffer them to 
fun with the first calf the first season, 
and a vicious habit is established that 
they will hardly forget in a whole life- 
time. If they ever submit to be milked 
quietly, it is evidently under protest. 

But there is a greater objection than 
this. The calf, running with its mother 
draws the milk every hour or two, so 
the milk vessels do not become dis- 
tended with milk, though the quan- 
tity secreted in a given time may be 
large. But this is the natural time to 
distend the milk ducts and expand the 
udder to a good capacity for holding 
milk. When with her next calf, you 
require the milk to be retained twelve 
hours, the udder becomes hard and 
painful and the milk leaks from the 
‘teats, or, more likely, nature accom- 
modates the quantity of milk secreted 
to the capacity to retain it. and the 
cow becomes permanentiy a small 
milker. Much of the future character 
of the cow as a milker, therefore, de- 
pends on her treatment with her first 
calf. 
The northern plan of milking the 
cow from the start, teaching the calf 
to feed from a strap in a trough or 
bucket, is preferable to the too com- 
mon practice of allowing the calf to 
run with: the cow, the owner taking 
the chances for the littl milk the 
calf may leave or the cow may choose 
to “give down.” All who are familiar 
with the latest dairy practices, know 
how easy it is to teach a calf to ac- 
cept substitutes for milk, if taken at 
the beginning, and how much better 
this is for all parties concerned, cow, 
ealf and owner.—[Florida Agricul-

Meat Inspection. 
On April 1, 1903, the new German 


meat inspection law goes into effect. 
Under this act fifty-six inspection sta- 
tions will be established of which 
twenty-nine will be at Arious ports of 
entry. 

It 19 believed that the inspection will 
materially retard the importation of 
meats. For the year of 1901, the im- 
ports of food stuffs and live stock for 
food purposes had a value of over $450,- 
000,000, an increase of nearly 775,000 
tons over similar imporits in 1900, this, 
nothwithstanding a fine yield of rye, 
wheat and eats. The butchers’ as- 
sociations in Germany, reports Consul 
J. E. Keil at Stettin, are being alarmed 
over the constantly-decreasing supply 
of home livestock, but notwithstand- 


rarian party, restrictions have been 
placed upon the importation of cattle 
with a view to preventing American 
beef gaining too strong a foothold in 
the Empire. As a result of this scar- 
city of meats, Consul Keil states, since 
last January the price of meats has 
risen perceptibly. The price of live 
hogs in June, 1902, was 25 8-10 per cent, 
higher than in June, 1900. In laboring 
cireles use of meat due to high prices 
is diminishing, resulting in an increased 
consumption of fresh and smoked fish 
and herring. 

The dairy of Queen Alexandra of 
Denmark is probably the finest model 
extant of the old-fashioned dairy. The 
establishment is a small one, with plain 
furniture, distinguished for its simple 
cleanliness. There is no mechanical 
separator, the milk is skimmed in the 
old-fashioned way, and the cream al- 
lowed to ripen. The royal dairywoman 
has taken great interest in her herd 
and dairy, making a model for the 
country people, the place being thrown 
open at stated periods to the public. 
The cows are of the Jersey breed, and 
graze in lovely meadows. 

That it is the intention of Secretary 
Wilson to gradually enlarge the work- 
ing of the Department of Agriculture, 
is shown by the table of statistics for 
the fiscal year 1902, which he contem- 

lates subjecting to Congress the com- 
ng session. The appropriation for his 
department for the current year 
amounts to little over $4,500,000, while 
his statement for next year shows an 
increase of approximately one-half 
million doliars.—, Cultivator.

CLAWING EACH OTHER. 
— 


“UNION PRESS” MAK EG ONSLAUGHT 
ON “UNION LABOR NEWS.” 


— — 
The “Press” Claims to Be the Only 
Genuine Labor Organ in Los Angeles. 
Says the “News” Has Lied Strenu- 
ously About Hamburgers. 1 


Labor- union organizations in Los An- 
Seles are rent by atrife and bickerings, 


over the practical management of the 
various bodies. 

Some of the members of the Car- 
penters’ Union are denouncing John 
C. Ince, the former chief organizer, for 
selling them out to the Democratic 
party for-a mess of pottage—the nomi- 
nation of Ince for Street Commis- 
sioner. 

The “Socialists” are bitterly assalling 
the “conservatives,” and the latter 
have their knives out for the “radi- 
cals.” 

This disunion of unions has recently 
broken out in printers’ ink, the rival 
union-labor papers slashing each other 
furiously. The older paper, the Un- 
ton Labor News, is engaged in a bloody 
scrimmage with the Union Press. Each 
of these measly sheets professes to be 
the simon-pure organ, and the only 
one, of the labor organizations here. 
The News is vitriolic in attacks on bus- 
ness men who do not advertise in it, 
and has made a mean living by black- 
mail, It seems that two solicitors, for- 
merly employed by the News, thought 
they could play the game on their own 
account, and recently started the Press, 
which they (fill „with stur simi- 
lar in odor to t with which the 
News reeks, with ‘this exception—the 
Press does not attack the Hamburgers. 

The Times knows nothing about the 
quarrel between the News and the 
Presa, except what appears on the sur- 
face, viz., that they are jealous of each 
other and snarl like dogs scrambling 
for the same bone. . 

Besides the fight between the tw 
labor-union sheets, it seems that there 
have been dissensicns in the office of 
the News itself, and one Rogers, for- 
merly its editor, has been fred.“ On 
this point, the Union Press says: 

“It would seem that the Union La- 
bor News has passed out of the hands 
of L. W. Rogers and into those of the 
Typographical Union. In the last is- 
sue of that sheet an innocent-looking 
announcement appears at the head of 
the editorial page. .The burden of it is 
that a member of the Typographical 
Union ‘takes charge of the news und 
editorial columns,” and this, the Un- 
ion Press has been informed. marks 
the passing of Mr. Rogers from the 
control or management of the ‘official 
organ.’ His name appeared in the last 
issue as ‘publisher,’ but what that 
means, the Union Press is not in a po- 
sition to state. ‘ 

“No one who has been familiar with 
conditions can be surprised at this. 
The business of the Labor News began 
leaving it months ago, until. now there 
are but few remaining advertisements 
left. its unwilling subscribers have 
heen gradually getting fewer until now 
they are stopping it by hundreds, as 
the Union Press happens to know. 
It was. therefore, only 3 question of 
time when one of two things was cer- 
tain to happen: The Labor News 
would either pase ont of existence or 
pages into other hands. As the Typo- 
graphical Unior is committed to a 
ficht. ostensibly against The Times, 
but in reallly against A. Hamburger & 
Sons, it was necessary to keep the 
Labor News alive, and it was natural 
for the union to assume control of the 
practically worthless property.” 

The Union Press believes that the 
so-callea “boycott” of the Hamburger 
store has been a boomerang for the 
union-labor cause, making the laborii« 
agitators hated by all merchants, ard 
it weekly takes issue with the Labor 
News on this topic. The News has 
claimed that the “borcott” was ruin- 
ing Hamburger, that the big store had 
been obliged to cut down its force, 
that its trade had fallen off one-third, 
that the employés had struck. etc.— 
all inventions of Rogers, without a leg 
to stand on. Having investigated these 
reports the Unjon Press says it has 
ascertained: 

1.) That there was no strike: 
that one young woman was recently 
diseharged for being systematicaily. 
late: that the employés are thoroughly 
satisfied with the Wages and treat- 
ment they are receiving; that the 
wages paid are as high, if not higher, 
than are paid in any similar mercantile 
establishment in Los Angeles; that A.

Never So Big as Now 
in Los Angeles.

Hotel Sample Room is 
at a Premium. 


Twe Hundred and Sixty Trav- 


eling Salesmen. Here 
Yesterday. 


Never in the life of Los Angeles have 
so many commercial drummers ap- 
peared with high-value lines of sample 
goods as thus early in this season. The 
artists of the grip, scenting the pros- 
perity of the city from afar, have de- 
scended upon it in a hustling army. 
setting up miniature department stores 
in the sample rooms of the hotels; and 
many, realizing the commercial posi- 
tion of Los Angeles as the trading 
place of the great Southwest, have es- 
tablished permanent. quarters at some 
of the hotels for the first time in the 
history of the city. Whereas they used 
to visit this city every three or four 
months at the best, they now locate 
here and most of their customers come 
to them, while for the rest of the trade 
they travel outward with Les Angeles 
as their headquarters. Some have 
moved their western headquarters from 
Denver here this year. 

The invasion is almost at flood tide 
now, though sixty clothing men are ex- 
pected within a few days. Few facts 
speak more forcibly than these for the 
growth of the city. ' 

A round of the principal hotels yes- 
terday disclosed at least 260 drummers, 
largely from well “back Past,“ and all 
doing a rousing business. Sample rooms 
in the commercial hotels, such as the 
Nadeau and Hollenbeck, are at a pre- 


mium, and often from a dozen guest: 


rooms in one house sample rooms are 
improvised. The Hollenbeck is adding 
thirty new apartments of the latter 
class to meet the rush. The Nadeau 
has not had a vacant sample room all 
summer. 

At the Hollenbeck there are sixty- 
five commercial men of the class car- 
rying heavy commercial ge, and 
about sixty who travel light; at the 
Nadeau forty or more with sample 
rooms: at the Angelus forty-two, at the 
Van Nuys Broadway twenty, twelve of 
them shoe men: at the Van Nuys about 
twelve, at the Westminster eight, and 
at the Rosslyn a dozen. They pro- 
nounce Los Angeles one of the bean 
jest” towns to be found in the country, 
“open for any line of goods,” and bet- 
ter this year than ever before. 

The lines of goods represented by this 
little army would be an almost impos- 
sible list to enumerate. They run from 
the sublime to the ridiculous; from 
socks to automobiles, from Bibles to 
flea killers; from pills to coffins. There 
is a commercial man at the Nadeau 
who carries. fourteen lines of goods. 
His department-store sample room 
contains Japanese goods, sterling-silver 
novelties, beaded novelties, burnt- 
leather novelties, Queen’s ware, ebony 
goods, Indian baskets (from Eastern 
States,) wood novelties, jewelry, band 
iron and box strappings, store fixtures, 
labels and tags, hardware specialties 
and redwood picture frames. 

There is even a real Turkish drum- 
mer at the Hollenbeck, with a sample 
room full of a line of goods direct from 
Turkey; and if vou ask the hotel clerk 
what other odd things in the line of 
traveling men have struck his house 
this year. it would take a shorthand 
reporter to catch all he named. He ad- 
mits that the coffin man, who has been 


around of late. is about the limit; but 


he says the man with about ‘steen kinds 
of ax heads is always a funny proposi- 
tion, because he carries them in a neat 
little satchel that looks just like any 
other neat little satchel, and when he 


deposits it by the desk to register, the | 


bellboy skips along to pick it up as if 
it contained a collar anda pair of 
cuts, and it stretcher and pulls 
him right down onto the floor by its 
side. 

The amount of baggage that arrives 
with such a crowd of drummers is ap- 
palling. Carpet men always have from 
fifteen to twenty huge trunks, and men 
in many other lines average that num- 
ber of pieces of baggage. One hotel 
clerk tells of @ crockery hustler who 
arrived with thirty-seven separate 
pieces of luggage; and the smallest of 
them was a barrel. All of this tells 
why you see such mountains of moun- 
tainous trunks on the sidewalks n- 
town nowadays. 

The peculiarities of Los Angeles have 
originated peculiar sample lines, that 
are carried into few of the other cities 
of the counfry: that is, in the hands of 
regular commercial travelers. Indian 
baskets and curios are one of these pe- 
culiar lines. Yesterday an independent 
collector arrived in the city with a con- 
signment of $2000 worth of Indian bas- 
kets of the Southwest, and immedi- 
ately struck a bargain with a drummer 
who handles the same goods. Navajo 
biankets have also become a line.“
